Minera has had 96 cases with 7 deaths. There are about 40 cases now 
under treatment. Goodman is rapidly pushing disinfection of Minera.

Sir: (Through Assistant Director Hygienic Laboratory.) I have 
the honor to submit the following report on the eruptive disease in 
Jefferson County, W. Va., concerning the nature of which there was 
contention between the county health officer and the : attending physi- 
cians, the former stating that the disease was smallpox and the latter 
that it was chicken pox. 
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In compliance with Bureau order of the 12th instant I left on the 
same day for Charlestown, W. Va., in company with the health officer 
of that town. Upon arriving at that place I was met at the depot by 
the county health officer, and we proceeded to Summit Point, the vil- 
lage in which the patients lived. 

‘[ saw and examined 3 white adults between 25 and 30 years old in 
a family suffering with an eruption on the face, hands, arms, and body. 
In 2 cases three weeks had elapsed since the appearance of the eruption, 
and in the third case the disease had pic srbe ten days. The first case 
had practically recovered, the crusts had fallen off, and the patient was 
in normal health. He stated that he had not felt sick at any time dur- 
ing the attack except in the beginning, when he had some headache 
and a slight fever for two or ‘three ‘days. The second case, which 
developed one day later, had headache, backache, and fever for three 
days before he notic ‘ed the eruption on the face. In this case the crusts 
were still on the face, but had fallen from the points on the arms and 
body, leaving deeply pigmented spots, with slight pitting in a few 
spots. The ‘third case presented only a few pustules on the face and 
body, but the characteristic induration ‘and appearance in some were 
tvpical of the eruption in a mild case of smallpox. 

The second case mentioned, taking into consideration its history, 
should not have been mistaken for any other disease than smallpox, 
and at the advanced stage at which I saw it it was easy to diagnose. 

Three other cases of the same disease existed in this house, but I 
did not see them, as considerable opposition was encountered in the 
work, and I had already satistied myself that the disease was smallpox. 
I think that probably the cases in the family referred to above were 
more serious and a more pronounced type of the disease. 

The history of the cases in this family is briefly as follows: During 
the first week in September a person from the adjoining county came 
to the house, and at the time was suffering with an eruption on his 
face and body. The two men mentioned as cases 1 and 2 assisted him 
in unloading his wagon. Two weeks from this time these men were 
taken sick with an eruptive fever, and four other cases of the same dis- 
ease have since developed in this family. All these cases have been 
mild, and the patients have not been contined to the house except for 
two or three days in case 2. 

The two local physicians ‘called to treat these cases pronounced them 
chicken pox and still refuse to admit it as smallpox, notwithstanding 
the fact that they have been shown the fallacy of their contention. 

The disease at Summit Point was undoubtedly introduced from 
Clark County, Va.. where, according to reliable reports, a mild erup- 
tive fever is prevailing among the people in that part of the county 
contiguous to Jefferson County, only 2 miles from Summit Point. 
The disease is treated as chicken pox, although it prevails largely 
among the adults. This disease is smallpox of a mild type: and as 
nothing is being done in that county it will certainly spread, as this 
center of infection will be a constant menace to the adjacent communi- 
ties until some action is taken to Institute protective measures. Other 

cases will almost certainly develop from am mentioned, as the dis- 
ease has existed for three weeks and intercourse has been unrestricted, 
visitors having been received and visits having been made. In_ fact, 
case 2 was the rural mail carrier, who has been distributing mail for 
the past two weeks while suffering with the disease. 

The local physicians treated the cases without reporting them as 
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suspicious, and the county health officer did not know of their exist- 
ence until he heard a rumor that two or three cases of sickness with 
eruption had occurred in this family. He immediately visited the 
house and pronounced the disease smallpox. This caused much antag- 
onism and threats of recrimination, as the local physicians who were 
treating the cases stubbornly maintained’ that the disease was chicken 

xx. Consequently, at his request the county court asked for the serv- 
ices of an expert to determine whose diagnosis was correct, so that in 
the event the disease was smallpox there would be less opposition and 
criticism of such quarantine measures as the health officer might deem 
necessary to enforce. 

The disease has also existed at Rippon, in another portion of Jeffer- 
son County, 6 miles from Charlestown and about 8 miles from Summit 
Point. The first case appeared at this point in the person of a negro 
man, who contracted the infection in Pittsburg, Pa., the disease devel- 
oping soon after his return home. This case was mild; but the sec- 
ond, in a neighbor who had visited the sick man, was severe and of 
confluent type. The first case was promptly isolated and quarantined, 
and all the contacts and suspects were placed in an isolation camp and 
quarantined. Six cases in all developed, but all are now convalescent, 
and no further cases have occurred. The disease at this point was 
promptly stamped out by the prompt and energetic action of the 
county health officer. All of these cases were among negroes. 

I inspected the camp and found it adequate for the small number of 
suspects and equipped on scientific principles, with bath houses and 
means for formaldehyde disinfection. 

Two other cases of smallpox exist in the county in the persons of 
white farmers of the better class. One of them is a gentleman more 
than 50 years old who had been visiting in Clark County and was 
taken sick soon after his return home. The second case is that of a 
neighbor on an adjoining farm who visited his sick friend. 

At the request of the health officer I met the members of the county 
board of health in session, stated that the disease at Summit Point 
was smallpox and that energetic measures were necessary to prevent 
its spread.: The board granted absolute power to the health officer in 
dealing with the present and future cases of the disease, and as he is a 
man who understands the situation and the proper methods for deal- 
ing with it, energetic measures will be pursued until the disease is 
eradicated.

Micuican.—Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended October i0, 1903, from 83 observers, indicate that inter- 
mittent fever, scarlet fever, pneumonia, and remittent fever were 
more prevalent, and inflammation of kidney, pleuritis, inflammation 
of bowels, whooping cough, meningitis, and smallpox were less prev- 
alent, than in the preceding week. 

Meningitis was reported present at 4, measles at 9, whooping cough 
at 11, smallpox at 28, diphtheria at 34, scarlet fever at 58, enteric 
fever at 99, and phthisis pulmonalis at 223 places. 

Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the five weeks 
ended October 3, 1903, indicate that enteric fever, phthisis pulmo- 
nalis and pleuritis were more prevalent, and whooping cough, erysip- 
elas and measles Were less prevalent than in the preceding month. 

Meningitis was reported present at 8, measles at 24, whooping cough 
at 32, smallpox at 57, diphtheria at 73, scarlet fever at 103, enteric 
fever at 182, and phthisis pulmonalis at 233 places. 
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During the quarter ended September 30, 1903, the following out- 
breaks of dangerous communicable diseases were reported and acted 
upon: Diphtheria, 95; measles, 99; whooping cough, 100; smallpox, 
104; meningitis, 116; scarlet fever, 151; typhoid fever, 266; phthisis 
pulmonalis, 369; total for the 8 diseases, 1,300 outbreaks.

Report from Belize, fruit port. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Carson reports, October 5, as follows: 
Week ended October 4, 1903: Present officially estimated population, 
8,500; 5deaths; prevailing disease, mild type of malarial fever; general 
sanitary condition of this port and the surrounding country during 
the week, good. The 5 deaths noted above occurred in this port, 
namely, 2 white adults, due, respectively, to chronic nephritis and 
** senility ” (aged 82 years), also 3 colored (1 an infant), caused, respec- 
tively, by chronic bronchitis, pneumonia, and trismus neonatorum.

CHINA. 


Reports from Hongkong— Plaque rats destroyed— Cholera in Shanghai 
and Amoy. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon McMullen reports, September 10 and 1s, 
1903, as follows: 

Week ended September 5, 1903, 9 vessels, with 768 crew and 280 
passengers (155 cabin and 125-steerage), were inspected and granted 
bills of health; 528 crew and 116 steerage were bathed, and 618 pieces 
baggage disinfected. There were 4 rejections during the week. 

One case and 1 death (Chinese) from plague was reported for the 
week and 2 cases of enteric fever. The health of the colony is very 
good. 

For the two weeks ended September 7, 643 rats were destroyed and 
22 of these were plague infected—a higher percentage of infected rats 
than formerly. Reports from Shanghai show that considerable choler: 
is present, and the local sanitary board has declared it to be an infected 
port. The number of cholera cases at Amoy appears to be decreasing. 

Week ended September 12, 1903, 12 vessels, with 905 crew and 
554. passengers—199 cabin and 355 steerage—were inspected and 
granted bills of health. 

Six hundred and seventy-three crew and 324 Asiatic steerage pas- 
sengers were bathed and 919 pieces baggage disinfected. One vessel

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was fumigated with sulphur to kill rats prior to loading cargo for 
San Francisco. There were only 3 rejections for the week. 

The health of the colony is fairly good, and the only communicable 
diseases reported for the week were 4 cases of plague and 4 deaths 
(Chinese), and these occurred in districts adjacent to the city of 
Victoria. 

A recent telegram (September 3) states that plague grows contin- 
ually worse in western and southern India. Last week Bombay 
Presidency reported 5,528 deaths, Madras Presidency 124, Hyderabad 
State 338, the Berars 233, Central India 1,174, Mysore 410, and the 
Central Provinces 65. In the same period Bengal had only 28 deaths 
and the Punjab 31, while the rest of upper India was entirely clear. 


Reports From Shanghai -- Regulations tor the sanitary protection of 
. Newehwa Nd. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, September 15 and 23, as 
follows: 

Week ended September 12, 1903: There were inspected during the 
week 3 vessels, 59 crew, LS cabin and 1 steerage passenger. The effects 
of 1 steerage passenger and 24 crew were disinfected, and the living 
quarters on 1 vessel were fumigated with sulphur dioxide and washed 
; se with bichloride solution. 

The report of the municipal health officer shows for the week the 
following communicable diseases: Cholera, 5 cases, 47 deaths; enteric 
fever, 2 cases; dengue fever, 6 cases. The total mortality is stated as 
5 foreigners and 383 natives. As observed in my last report, I believe 
that the mortality among the natives in excess of the average, which 
seems to be about 150 weekly, is due to cholera, and the result of 
private investigations would tend to confirm this belief. 

Communicable diseases at outports have been reported by consular 
officers as follows: Newchwang, plague, 31 cases, 17 deaths: Hankow, 
cholera, 3 cases, 1 death; Chefoo, cholera, 1 case, 1 death; Tientsin, 
cholera, 3 cases, 1 death (imported via steamship Shenking). 

Week ended September 19, 1905, there were inspected 2 vessels, LO6 
crew, 26 cabin and 9 steerage passengers. There were disinfected 66 
packages of freight and 11 pieces of baggage belonging to steerage 
passengers. 

The weekly report of the municipal. health officer shows cholera, 21 
deaths; enteric fever, 4 cases; whooping cough, 1 case. Total mor- 
tality, 2 foreigners and 331 natives. It will be observed that the 
reported deaths from cholera have materially diminished, but the total 
mortality among the natives only shows a decrease of 52. The com- 
mencing cool weather will, | have no doubt, lead to a decrease in the 
deaths from cholera from now on. 

Reports from consular officers have been received as follows: 
toon, oneal plague, 73 cases, 62 deaths; Tientsin, cholera, 3 cases, | 
death; Hankow, cholera, 1 case, 1 death. 

The following is the translation of the regulations issued for the 
sanitary protection of the native city of Newehwang by the civil 
«administrator to the police and city medical officers: 

1. Every suspicious case of cholera or plague has to be immediately sent to one of 
the two hospitals established for that purpose; the Ningpo hospital or the new hos- 
pital Pao-sheng-kung-so. 
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2. The members of the first, second, and third guilds, as well as the city medical 
officers, are allowed to send _patients to the hospitals, providing them and persons 
accompanying them with a free pass. They are to inform the police of the case either 
at the same time or just after having sent the patient to the hospital. 

3. In cases of death caused by cholera or plague the members of the guild have at 
once to inform the police, and are not to allow the corpse to be buried before it has 
been examined by a medical officer. 

4. On receipt of information of a suspicious case the police and doctor’s assistant, 
with an interpreter, have to proceed to the spot at once. The patient has to be sent 
immediately to the hospital with a free pass; the house has to be thoroughly disin- 
fected, its number taken, and all the inh abitants have to be placed under medical 
observation for nine days. In case of death the corpse is to be sent to a special plague 
“— and buried with all precautions. 

. The same measures are taken if the corpse is found in the street. 

6 When a corpse is sent to the cemetery the medical officer issues a pass and the 
police appoint a militiaman to accompany it to the burial place and see that all pre- 
cautionary measures are taken. 

7. The Pao-sheng-kung-so hospital is in direct charge of the 13 commercial firms 
which built it, and is only in control of this administration. An assistant surgeon 
lives on the premises for such control. 

8. This assistant surgeon controls the departure and arrival of patients, takes down 
their number, and sees that no strangers are admitted to the premises; he also sees 
that all the carriages and stretchers on which the sick are brought are properly dis- 
infected, and does the disinfection himself. 

9. The recovered patients are let out of the hospital after disinfection. 

10. There is a staff of sanitary assistants in the hospital who attend to the sick 
and the burials. 

1. There is a guard of 7 militiamen in the hospital, of which 1 is always on 
watch at the gates. This guard is subordinate to the assistant surgeon’s orders, who 
uses them for communication with the police station, doctors, ete. The guard is 
isolated from the sick, and one of them is always dispatched to attend burials of 
deceased patients. 

12. The assistant has an interpreter who aids in his business with the administra- 
tion of the hospital and with the guard, and none is allowed to leave the premises 
without permission of the assistant surgeon. 

13. Persons and carts delivering provisions, ete., to the hospital are not allowed to 
enter the gates and have to deliver the goods outside. 

14. The administration of the hospital has a staff of grave diggers and a stock of 
coffins. 

15. All cases discovered by the police or militia are sent to the Ningpo hospital by 
the medical officers. 

16. The administration of the hospital is Russian. 

There is a staff of medical officers, a number of bearers, an interpreter, and a 
stock of coffins. 

18. The police do not issue passes for the burial or reception of patients into the 
hospital. 

19. The police only fulfill all orders issued by the medical officers, send carts to 
convey sick and corpses, also stretchers, bearers, militiamen, and in all ways assist 
the medical staff. enforcing their regulations and orders. 

20. Every morning the city doctor gives the police information as to the number 
of cases of sickness and deaths, and the police are to be well informed of the numbet 
of cases and the districts and houses in which the cases took place. 

21. Stretchers are kept at all the police stations and also by the three guilds in the 
following places: (a) Three stretchers by the first guild in their public building and 
three in the Central Temple; (b) three stretchers by the second guild in their public 
building, and (¢) three stretchers by the third guild in the Mohammedan Temple.

It will be remembered, of course. that Newehwang is practically 


under Russian control, and these regulations are promulgated and 
enforced by the Russian authorities.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports, October 13, as follows: 

For the week ended October 10, 1903, only one bill of health was 
issued to a vessel bound for the United States. It is probable that 
until the next grinding season begins very few vessels bound to the 
United States will visit this port, as shipping of the last sugar crop is 
nearly over. 

The increase in the number of deaths from tubercular affections

Turkey.—In Smyrna a case of plague was registered on the 25th 
of September. 

Kgypt.—Between the 12th and 18th of September, inclusive, there 
were registered in the whole of Egypt 9 cases of plague (and 5 deaths), 
viz, 8 cases (4 deaths) in Alexandria, and 1 case (1 death) in Damiette. 

British India.—In the Bombay Presidency there were registered, 
during the week ended September 5, 8,492 cases of plague (and 5,840 
deaths), of which 86 fresh cases and 88 deaths occurred in the city of 
Bombay, and 13 cases (9 deaths) in the harbor of Broach. 

Japan.—During the period from the 20th of June to the 17th of 
August there occurred in Yokohama 6 cases of plague with 5 deaths.

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Death rate in Berlin. 


The death rate of Berlin for the week ended September 19 was lower 
than it has been inany week during the past two months. It amounted, 
calculated on the year, to 14.9 per thousand of the population, this 
being, however, higher than the rate for the corresponding week of last 
year, in which it only amounted to 13.7. Of the es German cities, 
during this week the following showed more favorable figures than Ber- 
lin, namely: Altona, Barmen, Charlottenburg (with 13.3 per thousand), 
and Schéneberg (with 5.1 per thousand). The death rate of the follow- 
ing cities was considerably higher than that of Berlin, viz: Hanover, 
Hamburg, Bremen, Diisseldorf, Cologne, Frankfurt-am-Main, Leipzig, 
Dresden, Breslau, Kénigsberg, Munich, Karlsruhe, as well as London, 
Paris, and Vienna. The decrease in the number of deaths was dis- 
tributed equally among the children in the first year of life and the 
higher age classes. The infant death rate amounted to 5.5 per year 
and mille, being thereby considerably lower than the rate of Munich, 
Nuremburg, Leipzig, and Breslau. There was an abatement noticeable 
regarding acute diseases of the respiratory organs and acute diseases 
of the intestines, the former causing 38, the latter 108 deaths. Thirty- 
three children succumbed to cholerine. There were registered 7 
deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, an increase as compared with the 
preceding week. Fifty-one persons died of cancer. There were also 
recorded 2 deaths from measles, 7 deaths from scarlet fever, 7 deaths 
from diphtheria, and 10 deaths by violence.

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
Reports from Manila Cholera. small pou, and plaque is 


Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports as follows: The following 
quarantinable diseases have been reported in Manila for the week 
ended September 5, 1903: Cholera—15 cases, 13 deaths. Plague—2 
cases, 2 deaths. 

L also inclose the report of cholera in the provinces of the Philip- 
pine Islands for the same period. 

For the week ended September 12, 1903, the number of quarantina- 
ble diseases reported in Manila were as follows: Cholera—T9 cases, 63 
deaths. Smallpox—2 cases, 3 deaths. Plague—1 case, 1 death. 

There was a decided increase in the number of cholera cases during 
the week. Instead of the usual number of 18 to 25 cases per week, 
there were 7 cases, with 63 deaths reported. The increase has been 
ascribed to the fact that a spring of fresh water was found in the bay 
very close to the shore in the Tondo district at a point badly polluted 
with sewage. The fact that fresh water was found in a salt-water 
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bay was regarded as a miracle by the natives, and thev flocked there 
in large numbers to drink and bathe in the water, to which wonderful 
properties had already been ascribed. Cases of cholera began to 
appear in rapidly increasing numbers. On September 10, 8 cases, on 
September 11, 16, and on September 12, 30 cases were reported. 
The spring was closed seven days after it first began to be used, but 
it is feared that the infection has been carried to all portions of the city. 

Cholera developed on three vessels that were lying in the harbor. 

Small sailing craft named paraos which anchor in the immediate 
neighborhood of the spring are required to undergo five days’ quar- 
antine before a bill of health is issued. Owing to the widespread dis- 
semination of cholera throughout the islands, it has not been thought 
justifiable to make the outgoing quarantine general. 

The cholera situation in Iloilo remains about the same. At Cebu 
there has been a steady improvement. 

The number of cases of plague in Manila is steadily decreasing, the 
course of the epidemic being much the same as in previous years at 
this season. It is a matter worthy of note, however, that the decline 
in the epidemic at Hongkong has been much greater than here, where 
much more elaborate prec: autions have been taken. It is proper to 
state also that the epidemic did not reach the same proportions as it 
did at Hongkong and that this year’s record is an improvement over 
that of last year. 

Since August 19, 1903, there have been 6 cases and 3 deaths from 
plague at Cebu. The first cases occurred among people who had not 
been out of Cebu for at least a month or more, and, as far as we have 
been able to ascertain, have not been connected with shipping. It is 
feared that unless the disease can be thoroughly stamped out, it 
will be carried into the interior and the Philippines become generally 
infected. Up to the present time the disease has been confined to 
Manila and Cebu; but if it should be introduced into other towns and 
villages, taking into consideration the great ease of communication 
by the many small craft that ply between the islands at all sorts of 
odd places, it will be seen that the number of men that would be 
required to guard the coasts of the islands makes quarantine out of 
the question.

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Plaque in Cebu. 


Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, September 14, 1903, as fol- 
lows, in reference to that portion of his cable of September 4, 1903, 
which states ** Plague, Cebu:” 

On August 19, 1903, a case of plague was diagnosed at Cebu in the 
person of a Filipino boy. The patient had not been away from Cebu, 
and the source of the infection could not be determined. The victim 
died two days after being taken ill. 

Plague has made its appearance at irregular intervals since July 23, 
1900. A case was reported on March 12, 1901, another on April 4. 
1901, another June 17, 1901, and on May 3, 1902, 2 cases were reported. 
A preliminary investigation indicates that the plague did not gain 
entrance through the quarantine. On September 2, 1903, 6 cases and 
2 deaths suddenly appeared. 

The insular board of health and the Public Health and Marine- 
Hospital Service are actively cooperating. The insular board of 
health has sent an experienced man and a large supply of Shiga anti- 
pest serum and instructions to institute the same measures which are 
employed in Manila against the plague. We have been fumigating 
with sulphur every vessel which leaves Cebu for ports at which it is 
possible to go alongside of a wharf. While this will no doubt effectu- 
ally stop the danger of conveying the plague from Cebu by vessels, it 
must be remembered that the history of all epidemic diseases in the 
islands shows that they are carried from place to place by land. The 
people embark at convenient places along the shore where there is no 
quarantine inspection. Only last week while the city health officer at 
Cebu was making preparations to isolate a case of plague the afflicted 
eTSON and and was not again heard from until he had reached 
Mandaue, a town situated at considerable distance from Cebu.

The last cases that presented were very alarming, according to a 
colleague of that locality.
